Aid to Palestine Refugees

OSE who come for the first 
time to the Middle East are 
intrigued by the craftsmen who 
practise their skills today in 
much the same way as did their 
ancestors centuries ago. To 
‘wander among the -suks of 
Damescus, Catro, Alepro and 
old Jeru , or even to pass 
through srkall villages, its to 
return to a way of life which 
has disapveared m many 
western countries. Small shops 
and workshops are crammed 
together on each side of na 
row streets, and visitors who 
peer in‘o the dim interiors 
find teen-aged boys learning 
to use the traditional tools of 
‘heir trade 
Exactly how prosperous they 
are is hard to determine. Such 
words as “assets”, “liabilities”, 
“capital” have no equivaient 
in Arabic. Business concerns 
which keep accurate accoun‘s 
use French, English, some- 
times German.

The number of manic-de- 
pressives who have written 
about their state of mind 
seems to be amazingly large. 
ang there are sOme most 
cistinguished names among 
them such as Strindberg. 
Nonetheless this addition to 
such iiterature should be of 
interest to buth psychologists 
anc psyrhiatris’s, being au- 
thentic notes written mostly 
in the hypo-manic state ‘that 
is om the threshold of the 
elated state) and integrated, 
not quite successfully, into a 
book by the author, after his 
release from a mental hos- 
pital when he was officially 
deciared sane. It is meant as 
more than a report Mr. 
Custance,who is certainly well 
read and writes with charm, 
wants to offer a _ religious- 
philosophical system. He is 
honestiy devout Church of 
England and yet his system, 
strangely enough, bears an 
odd resem ance to scveral 
existentialist philosophies as 
Professor Grensted, who en- 
couraged him to -write the 
book, claims in his preface 
This fact is the more remark- 
able as the author had never 
read any of the Existential- 
ists. His thoughts and feel- 
ings in the depressed state 
coincide with Sartre's descrip- 
tion in “La Nausée.” when 
the unhappy protagonist is 
submerged in universal revul- 
sion towards everybody and 
everything. 


The fascination of the book 
for the lay reader lies partly 
im the very British lack of 
resentment in discussing his 
experiences inside the hospital 
and outside, his understand- 
ing of another point of view, 
his good sense and good tem- 
per. As a case history it may 
not be reliable despite the 
authors evident sincerity and 
lack of bias, as a psycho- 
pathological study it is of the 
greatest interest.

Peter Ustinow who used to 
be Lordcon'’s yvoungest ‘brilliant 
dramatist’ is no longer #0 
young and many are begin- 
ning to wonder if he war ever 
really so brilliant. I think he 
has indeed the possibilities of 
@ very great talent but, like 
Orson Welles, he found success 
so easily and so soon that he 
has never had to make that 
final effort that gives perfec- 
tion to a work of art. 


His new pley “The Momeat 
of Truth’ at the Adelphi ¢ceem- 
ed to have everything to rfre- 
commend it. Eric Portman, 
now one of England's icading 
actors, is in the chief part and 
the story, that of Pétain and 
Laval during the occupation 
of France, seemed one waiting 
merely for a dramatist who 
could tackle it. Mr. Ustinov 
tackles it with all the con- 
fidence of a drameatist-actor- 
ftirn-script-writer-producer etc 
whose every word and move- 


ment has been applauded 
since he was in the very 
early twenties. The result was 
as usual—magnificent in parts 
and inadequate as a whole. 
His Laval, brilliantly played 
by Charles Goldner, dazzies 
one for twe acts and then dis- 
appears, with the disastrous 
result that the play goes to 
pieces. Eric Portman is all 
one could want as the dodder- 
ing Marshal, an aged hero 
dragged out of retirement to 
used as a figurehead by 
the unserupulous Laval, but 
it is hard to believe in his 
former greatness. We see him 
only as a wreck from Ocgin- 
ning to end with the resl- 
we never feel the tragedy of 
his fall. The play fails also 
in emotional power, especially 
when the old marshal totters 
in with the body of his 
danghter to experience ‘the 
moment of truth.’ The com- 
parisons with ‘Lear’ are only 
ious and very much to 
Ustinov.

Successful examples of de- 
lieht in sheer virtuosity include 
Shapiro's “Buick” and “The 
Fiy.” and Bishop's “A Miracie 
for Breakfast” ‘which is «a 
miracie of sestina!). 

But technique here is almost 
always fused with a social and 
moral purpose, a doep sense of 
the seriousness of the poet's 
vocation. These are men of the 
2%h century: the war, most 
powerful in Nims, Jarrell, Sha- 
piro, Viereck, Ciardi, speaks 
“in a savage tongue none of 
us know: in Viereck, Profes- 
sor of Histoty, “the lost last 
war To windiggfe the dignity 
of souls.” For Rukeyser, “The 
motive for all of it was loneli- 
ness.” A conservatism of form 
is matched by a conservatism 
of content, a search for faith 
and meaning quite unlike the 
cynical nihilism of E. E. Cum- 
mings and others of the last 
post-war generation. 

The social passion, anger or 
rity, passes easily — almost 
too easily — into a religious 
mood. The temptation is strong 
today for poets to join the “hot 
little prophets” of myth: in 
Mayo's “This is the pool that 
Piato visited”; in Nim's “Apo- 
calypse,” “Fairy Tale,” and

THE LIBERAL IMAGINATION. 
By Lionel Trilling. Secker and 
Warbure, London. pp. M,-. 
Matthew Arnold and E. M 

Forster have been the subjects 

of Mr. Trilling’s two main 

critical studies so far. The 
present collection of essays 
from the past ten years now 
reveals him as doing very 
much their sort of cultural 
work, with the same urbanity 
and courage. He writes author. 
itatively on an unusually wide 
range of subjects, from “Ta- 
citus Today.” and Words- 
worth’s “Immortality Ode,” to 

“Freud in Literature,” “The 

Kinsey ‘“Réport,” and “The 

Function of the Little Maga- 

zine.” 


The liberall outlook pre- 
dominant in America, as Mr. 
Trilling sees it, suffers from a 
certain narrowness in its pre- 
occupation with the r-aterial 
crganization of society. The 
danger is a tendency to- 
wards crude oversimplifica- 
tions about human nature — 
the essay on Kinsey is parti- 
cularly devastating — and a 
susceptibility to wuncritically 
accepted ideologies. It is to- 
wards combating this that Mr 
Trilling is forcefully engaged 
in recalling liberalism to “its 
first essentia] imagination of 
variousness and possibility, 
which implies the awareness 
of complexity and difficulty.” 


Essays 


He finds these qualities in 
such diverse writers as Ta- 
citus and Seott Fitzgerald: 
and it is for the lack of them 
that he criticizes strongly such 
a writer as Kipling 
Manners and Morals 

Himself the author of a 
distinguished novel, it is upon 
this literary form and its so- 
cial function that he for the 
most part concentrates. Scru 
tinizing the present age he 
argues cogently the case, 
especially in the essays on 
“Reality in America” and 
Henry James’ “Princess Casa- 
massirra,.” for what he calis 
the “moral realistu” of such 
writers as James and Haw- 
thorne, as against the photo- 
graphic and essentially pas- 
sive “realism” which has cha- 
racterized much modern writ- 
ing since Dreiser; and in an 
important group around the 
theme of “Manners, Morals, 
and the Novel” he expounds 
at greater \iength a concept of 
the role ofthe novel as dra- 
matizing, with strenuous intel- 
ligence, a society's most vital 
moral conflicts. His field of 
reference is extensive, and he 
explores it with a profusion of 
stimulating insights, both arti- 
stic, sociological, and moral, 
and with a rare combination 
of critical acumen and histo- 
rical sense.
